R. E. Daly—Suit Alleges 


$3,500,000 Shortage. 


ST. LOUIS JUDGE 
APPOINTS BEN HYDE 


Acts Hour After Federal Or- 
der Is Issued—Monday’s 
Scheduled Meeting of 
Stockholders Is Enjoined. 


Two receiverships for the Inter- 
national Life Insurance Co. of St. 
Louis were decreed today, one in 
\the Federal District Court at Kan- 
sas City, the other by Circuit 
Judge Hamilton here. A conflict 
for control of the company, thrown 
into the courts by the disappear- 
ance of $3,500,000 in bonds from 
its assets, is in prospect. 

Federal Judge Reeves, at Kansas 
City, appointed Robert E. Daly, 
actuary of the Missouri Insurance 
Department and acting head of the 


department, and Edward P. Wiil- 
son, attorney and brother of Mas- 
scy Wilson, one of the fouders of 
the International Life, as receivers, 
He acted on a-petition filed by C. 
P. Long of Tupelo, Mias., a stoek- 
holder and policyholder, and Jamis 
Junius C. Dale of Alabama, a pol- 
icy holder. Long and Massey Wil- 
s0n were pilatntiffs in a similar suit 
filed in Federal Court here yester- 
day afternoon, charging Roy C. 
Toombs, president of the company, 
with having removed and converi- 
ed to his own use $3,500,000 of 
missing bonds. 

| Massey Wilson in Charge. 

It was announced in court that 
the receivers would not operate the 
insurance company direct, but 
would place Massey Wilson, former 
president, in charge. 

Judge Reeves’ decree enjoined 
ithe stockholders of the insurance 
company against holding a meet- 
ing scheduled to be held in St. 
Louls Monday, at which meeting 
President Toombs has been ex- 
pected to appear. Judge Reeves 
named E. P. Wilson and Daly re- 
ceivers for the International Co., 
the holding concern for the life 
insurance company, as well as for 
the company itself.. William lL. 
Mason of St. Louis was appointed 
attorney for the receivers. 

About an hour after the action 
in the Kansas City Federal Court, 
a petition drawn inthe name of 
Ben C. Hyde, state superintendent 
‘of insugance of Missouri, was pre- 
sented to Circuit Judge Hamilton 
here. It stated that Hyde has 
learned, through examination by 
his representatives, that the insur- 
ance company's capital stock was 
impaired, and that the company 
was insolvent, having $41,900,000 
slabilities and only about $39,000,- 
000 assets available. 

It was further alleged that the 
reserves required by law were im- 
paired to the extent of about $2,- 
000,000, and that the company was 
without surplus, and therefore its 
in business was at- 
tended by danger to policy hold- 
ers and the public. It was stated 
that the combined capital and sur- 
plus of last Dec. 31 was $2,368.,- 
240, and that “$3,500,000 cash and 
securities have been removed, ab- 
stracted or made away with, and 
that on the request of representa- 
lives of the State Superintendent 
of Insurance, they have not been, 
and apparently cannot be, replaced 
or restored.” The company has

booed and shouted in the gallery. 
When comparative quiet was re- 
stored officials announced that he 
had made a mistake and the deci- 
sion at the close of three round 
bout went to the New England 
boy, Dutch diplomacy thereby sav- 
ing a situation that was assuming 
dangerous proportions. 

Daley won all three rounds eas- 
ily, checking Isaac's wild swings 
with hard left and right hooks te 
the head. In the final round the 
American drove his rival all over 
the ring with head punches. 
Isaac was unable to land effective- 
ly, most of his blows being deliv- 
ered with an open glove.

Little Tommy Burns, called the 
“cheese champion” by Bat Nel- 
son, took the crown away from 
Hart a few months later. 

The gift champion and the 
cheese titleholder left so little 
impress on the world’s pugilistic 
records that most fans to this 
day believe that Jack Johnson 
won his title from Jim Jeffries!

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FLOODS FOLLOW | 
TWO-DAY STORM 
IN EAST FLORIDA 


North Region of Lake Okee- 


chobee Apparently Hard- 
est Hit by Hurricane— 
Traffic Interrupted. 


By the Associated Press, 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 10. 
—High water accumulating in the 
wake of a 48-hour hurricane and 
heavy rain harassed Florida today, 


just as the State began to emerge 
from temporary paralysis occa- 
sioned by the fury of the winds. 
The north end of Lake Okeecho- | 
bee in the southeastern part of the | 
State apparently was the most 
seriously affected area and the ob- 
ject of Red Cross attention. One 
hundred persons in the sparsely 
settled area west of Jupiter on the 


cast coast, were receiving their 
first meals in nearly two days 
fram Red Cross trucks sent in 


from West Palm Beach, 

Across the State the huge power 
dam at Inglis, one of the largest 
in the State, was threatened by 
high water. The dam is on the 
western fringe of the storm are%4, 
100 milés north of St. Petersburg. 
While communication lines to In- 
giis had been broken by flood 
waters of the Withlacoochee river, 
engineers learned indirectly that 
an effort would be made to rein- 
force the dam as soon as the nec- 
essary materials could be trans- 
ported to the scene. 


Another Storm Forecast. 

Meanwhile Florida cast an ap- 
prehensive eye out over the At- 
lantic toward Haiti, whence came 
last Tuesday’s storm, and where 
another tropical disturbance of cy- 
clonic force was ‘accumulating 
intensity.” 


As for the storm of Tuesday it. 


was reported early -today to be 
moving across South Georgia caus- 
ing heavy rains. 

The National Red Cross and lo- 
cal relief agencies already have 
taken a hand in the survey of con- 
ditions left by the hurricane after 
receiving a report from H, C. Hull, 
residing just west of Jupiter on the 
east coast, that conditions in the 
sparacly settled rich farming coun- 
try of East Lake Okeechobee were 
distressing. 

His information, however, con- 
centrated attention on that area, 
and immediately food and roofing 
material were sent. Last night 100 
persons whose home had been 
flooded and who were cut off from 
the nearest city were fed, 

Perilous Travel. 

Hull, who reached West Paim 
Beach to report conditions only 
after a perilous trip by automobile 
over washed out roads and totter- 
ing bridges, declared his orchards 
were damaged to the extent of 
$100,000. Travel was nearly impos- 
sible, he said, and his reports 
were confirmed by dispatches from 
Okeechobee on the northern end 
of the lake. 

There all bridges and roads 
leading into the town were washed 
out and Taylor's Creek. running 
through the town, was more than 
a mile wide, while it usually runs 
15 feet in width. The Kissimmee 
River continued ,to rise slowly, as 
did other tributaries on the north- 
ern end of the lake, and aM canals 
on the south were reported bankful 
and rising slowly. 

No accurate check was available 
today on the amount of damage. 
Some estimates of damage to the 


rich central Florida citrus crop 
ranged apound the 25 per cent 
mark, and others said general 


damage would be small. From 
Tampa came the report that trees 
were stripped, but from cities on 
the northern fringe of the storm 


zone came word that citrus losses. 


were “greatly in 


exaggerated” 

It was evident, however, that the 
greatest single damage item would 
be the citrus crops, with’ power, 
telegraph and telephone com- 
panies next in line.

In another column on this page the Post-Dispatch 
publishes excerpts from an article of pecullar interest 
to St. Louis. It deals with the problems created 
by the growth of large cities beyond their political 
limits. It is true of nearly every large city in the 
country that there is little relation between its legal 
boundaries and its actual ones. St. Louis’ western 
boundary, for example, is at Skinker road, but the 
city has grown beyond that imaginary line estab- 
lished more than 50 years ago. Indeed, a large part 
of St. Louis County is urban in fact, though it is 
governed by a hodgepodge of town and county gov- 
ernment. 

As elsewhere in the United States, the environs 
show little desire to be part of the city. Many of 
the people who live in them left the city to live in 
country or the semi-country and resent any effort 
at annexation. This, however, is a shortsighted view 
to take and one which some day will have to be 
abandoned. Far from destroying the natural beauty 
of the county, annexation would aid in preserving it. 
If the county were annexed, it would be possible to 
formulate plans for the future in the matter of such 
things as parks and boulevards, for water supply, 
sewage systems and other needs of a large com- 
munity. 

The greatest criticism of American cities is that— 
with the exception of Washington—they have been 
built without plan. We have just been put to great 
expense to widen Olive street. If St. Louis had been 
built according to plan, Olive street would already 
have been a roomy thoroughfare.

Whether Missouri is dry is in dispute. However, 
there is no dispute about the region east of the 
Meramec River. That belongs to the wets, and no 
dry candidate successfully rides the camel across 
the Meramec River. 

Let us take the case of the Democratic candidate, 
Mr. Hay. A St. Louisan, and far from unpopular 
among Democrats except for his insistence upon be- 
ing a sodapopper, he had reasonable expectations that 
he would carry St. Louis and St. Louis County. His 
opponent, Mr. Collet, was weak. He seemed to have 
been merely thrust into the race by Senator Reed. 
Moreover, the Senator was conducting a campaign of 
vituperation against Mr. Hay which Democrats very 
much disliked. The good nature of the former dry 
whip in the Missouri Legislature, and his broad tol- 
erance of the Democratic presidential candidate, who 
is as wet as St. Swithin’s Day, helped him in St. 
Louis. : 

Yet Mr. Hay lost the city by some 18,000 votes, 
and he also lost St. Louis County. Meanwhile, Mr. 
Frank, a Republican candidate, whose sole appeal 
was to wets, was making off with almost the entire 
Republican vote for Senator in both city and county, 
which he carried by some 50,000. All this while drys, 
near-drys, pussyfooters, in-and-outers, sodapoppers, 
cocacolers, gingeralers, etc., etc., looked on from the 
highlands beyond the Meramec as Noah and his fam- 
ily looked down on another flood from Mount Ararat. 
Such is the region east of the Meramec River—the 
political lowlands of Missouri. 


KANSAS CITY DID IT, TOO. 

Kansas City, like St. Louis, voted on an airport 
bond issue in Tuesday's primary election and, like 
St. Louis, ratified the proposal. Kansas City will 
invest $1,000,000 in this municipal enterprise. 

The more airports the better. It seems certain now 
that, within five years, every city in the United States 
will have a municipal airport. Indeed, most of the 
smaller towns will be so equipped. This is, of course, 
the necessary foundation for an efficient, dependable 
system of air transportation. The day must come, 
and it seems to be speeding hither, when the avi- 
ator can in emergency find a reasonably safe land- 
ing anywhere in the country.

Population of large cities is spilling into suburbs and nearby towns, and little is 
being done to co-ordinate the needs of large areas which, in the case of New 
York, Chicago, St. Louis and other cities, constitute or will soon constitute single 

Annexation proposals have failed and metropolitan areas are now 

a crazy quilt of conflicting and non-co-operating governments. 


ETROIT claims a population within its 


metropolitan area of 1,819,570, and 
there are many large separate places such 
as Hamtramck, Highland Park, Fordson 
and River Rouge which obviously cannot be 
considered apart from the central city. In 
addition there is a considerable population 
across the Canadian border which properly 
comes within the designation of a metro- 
politan district as applied to Detroit, but 
has to be excluded on account of being in 
foreign territory. 

In the Philadelphia metropolitan region 
growth has been much greater outside the 
city limits for 15 or 20 years, although it 
has been accelerated very recently by the 
opening of the Camden Bridge. However, 
from 1870 to 1910 the movement was all 
inward. 

A picturesque way of stating the situa- 
tion is to say that probably not ten homes 
costing $100,000 or more have been built 
in the old Philadelphia, between the rivers, 
since 1910. Quite otherwise in the suburbs! 

Then there is Cleveland, with Lakewood 
and East Cleveland, large places in them- 
selves and close to the central city, but 
politically separate. Here again the census 
figures do not tell the whole story, and the 
outside population has been increasing 
much more rapidly than that inside. In 
St. Louis there has been a rapid expansion 
in the county outside city Hmits, until one- 
sixth of the total urban population of the 
Missouri metropolis live in places like Uni- 
versity City, Webster Groves, Kirkwood, 
Maplewood, Brentwood and the like. 


But the stockyards, packing houses, most 
of the railroad terminals and many large 
industrial plants, across the Mississippi 
River in the State of Illinois, are, in effect, 
a part of the larger city. The total popu- 
lation on the east side of the river closely 
identified with St. Louis, and living in 
what really constitute suburbs, is about 
200,000. Three new @affic bridges, two 
across the Father of Waters and one across 
the Missouri, are being built to strengthen 
this relationship, which is stronger than 
state lines, and a fourth bridge is projected. 

Buffalo also reports a rapid growth in its 
adjoining territory, but in this case a differ- 
ent mental concept—that of an interna- 
tional city—is arising. Along this Niagara 
frontier there is a large population, some- 
where in the neighborhood of 1,000,000. It 
cannot be included in one city, of course, 
because two countries are involved. But 
it is all a great industrial, hydro-electric 
and railroad unit, and as more bridges are 
built across the Niagara River there can 
naturally be an increased pooling of in- 
terests and coordination of plans of such 
communities as Buffalo, the two Niagara 
Falls, Tonawanda, North Lockport, Lewis- 
ton and Queenston. 

Other illustrations might be given: there 
is no space for them all. The plain moral 
is that if every little community, if every 
township and city and county, carries out 
its own improvements without reference to 
other communities, the future will be one 
of terrible waste, loss and disorder.

Los Angeles is ridiculed for its 
annexations, but the result has been to 
keep within the votjng fold the more sober, 
responsible citizenry. Cities suffer terribly 
because so large a percentage of the best 
citizens live outside, while doing business 
within, and the city’s political destinies are 
left in the hands of the gas-house-district 
type of voter, 

Then, too, so much of the opposition to 
annexation from outside comes from office- 
holders, big frogs in small puddles. Local 
suburban patriotism seems to beat more 
strongly in the heart of the local politician 
than in that of the ordinary citizen. Prof. 
Thomas H. Reed, an authority on metro- 
politan government, quotes a Belgian poli- 
ticlan and scholar as saying that the am- 
bition of the politician “adjusts itself well 
to the multiplication of offices,’”’ which in- 
dicates that this situation is not confined 
to any one country. But Professor Reed 
deprecates the loss of local pride and self- 
government which vast programs of metro- 
politan annexation threaten. 


No scheme of outright annexation 
will go over. Around each great city 
is an iron ring of small places with a 
spirit of their own. They will not give 
up, they will not surrender. Nor should 
they be sacrificed, especially at a time 
like this, when democracy itself rests 
in the balance. People are more inter- 
ested in voting in these small] towns; 
they are indifferent in the great city. 
Political bunk and ballyhoo have far 
less effect in the small place. 


In any case the suburbs of Boston will 
not come in and cannot be forced in. The 
same seems to be true of those around St. 
Louis and Cleveland. Highland Park will 
not join Detroit, nor will Evanston join 
Chicago. Boston is Democratic and the 
surrounding towns and cities Republican. 
There are differences also, it may be sus- 
pected, of national stock, religion and social 
standards. Then, too, outlying areas al- 
ways fear increased taxation, which is a 
marked factor in preventing the growth of 
St. Louis by annexation. Moreover, people 
who have left these cities because of their 
size and noise have no liking for reabsorp- 
tion into an even greater mass. 

Possibly the way out lies in urban fed- 
eralism, patterned after the United States. 
Greater New York is in a slight sense an 
example of this, but it will not be followed 
by other cities because of the exceedi ily 
small powers left to the boroughs. The 
most important effort now being made to 
establish a federal city is in Pittsburg. 
Montreal, Cleveland and Newark are watch- 
ing this project closely. 

It requires years to establish a federal 
city, such as that proposed in Pittsburg. 
But very real progress has been made. The 
outlying communities have approved the 
idea and the State Legislature has arranged 
for a constitutional amendment. If this 
carries at the next election, a charter will! 
then be submitted to the people. The idea 
is to substitute for the present county gov- 
ernment of Allegheny. which contains more 
than 120 cities, townships and boroughs, a 
metropolitan government.

HOW TO AVOID MOSQUITOES.

(The mosquitos have a 
regularly scheduled season of 154 
days and nights, with double head- 
ers on rainy days. They also have 
a spring training trip in Florida to 
get their stingers limbered up for 
the regular season.) ,

letting the mosquito get off with 
only a broken neck. So far as you 
are concerned, it is just the same 
asifit were dead.
